Legislative Redistricting 
Is a "Reform" Disaster 

By J.J. Smith 

The Massachusetts Legislature will be Efdistricted this 
year, an end result which represents a classic Pyrrhic victory 
for the Massachusetts League of Women Voters. 

In yet another example of bad legislation being enacted in 
the name of “reform,” it demonstrates clearly how 
legislators can be forced to vote against their own convictions 
because of the clout wielded by a powerful pressure group. 

The House cut, which is tied in with redistricting, means 
the current membership will drop from 240 to 160. At first 
blush, this seemed a good move because it was backed by the 
so-called “good people,’’ the League of Women Voters. What 
it proves, really, is that even the League can be wrong. 

A supreme irony is that modern-day Leaguers ignored per¬ 
suasive arguments against a cut in the House membership 
made by their predecessors a few years earlier. These were 
contained in a booklet, “The Great and General Court,” 
published by the same League in 1965 which said: 

“Those who favor a smaller House for Massachusetts hold 
that in terms of basic economic and social interests of the 
state, citizens would be well represented by fewer members. 
On the other hand, a sharp reduction in the size of the 
Massachusetts House would be counter to the New England 
tradition of representation closely linked to the local com¬ 
munity. A sharp reduction in the number of representatives 
would certainly weaken this tie.” 

The booklet also noted: 

“Those advocating the general desireability of smaller 
legislative bodies stress that a smaller body increases the 
responsibility of each member, and enables the Legislature 
to act more as a deliberative body, but it is by no means cer¬ 
tain that enough citizens of Massachusetts are prepared to 
relinquish either personal legislative contact or the non¬ 
legislative services presently performed by their represen¬ 
tatives in the General Court.” 

Nonetheless, a few years after these sentiments were ex¬ 
pressed, the League reversed its thinking and browbeat the 
Legislature into passing House cut legislation after law¬ 
makers had stalled it for a few years. 

It takes no mental giant to figure out that reduction in the 
size of the House by one-third will widen the gap between the 
legislators and the people, thus making the Legislature less 
responsive to the people. 

This is tragic, especially recalling the views of Paul S. 
Reinsch, in his study of legislative practices, who said the 
Massachusetts General Court “in all respects is nearest to 
the people, and more responsive than any American 
Legislature to intelligent public opinion.” 

Totally overlooked by the advocates of the House cut was 
that cutting the size could result in the elimination of superior 
legislators and thus lower the overall quality. This flaw is il¬ 
lustrated graphically by the dilemma facing Back Bay voters 
in the next election when they must choose between Elaine 
Noble and Barney Frank, both incumbent legislators from 
that section. 

Time will prove that the Massachusetts League of Women 
Voters goofed on this “reform” issue. Time will prove also 
that initial legislative resistance to the move was correct, 
and that the General Court should have stood firm in opposi¬ 
tion rather than be cowed by the League and editorials in the 
liberal press. 

Yes, time will prove the moving wrong. Unfortunately, by 
then the damage will have been done.

Flu Vaccine Finale 


The worst danger of an influenza epidemic is now 
past, and one can look back on the 1976-1977 winter as 
a two-sided story. No swine flu outbreak occurred in 
this country (although on several occasions some strove 
hard to produce a case) and for that the nation can be 
thankful. 

But it now seems certain that almost-panic talk 
about swine flu early last year was more panic than 
anything else. Mass production of vaccine and mass 
innoculations certainly came to a dubious end-with 
some dead and some paralyzed from the cure! 

Every doctor tried, busy as he or she was and \C-ith 
limited access to all the facts, to advise patients to the 
best of his ability. Ditto for public health officials. 
Some, of course, profited from the melancholy 
program. But it was just that-a melancholy program 
with dubious justification from the start and a tragic 
ending. 

The Halifax Resolution 

Less is heard about North Carolinians passing the 
Halifax Resolution on April 12th, 1776, than about oc¬ 
currences in New England but this event was highly 
influential in bringing about adoption of the Declaration 
of Independence on July 4th. 

The resolution is named for the small town of 
Halifax where North Carolina’s provincial congress 
convened after a military victory nearby. The battle, 
between patriots and loyalists, had been fought on 
February 27th, 1776, at Moore’s Creek Bridge. 
(Colonel James Moore led the patriots, who took seven 
hundred prisoners and captured quantities of supplies.) 

This victory (Lexington and Concord had come the 
year before) inspired those who favored independence 
for the colonies and the state’s provincial congress 
appointed a committee to determine the wishes of the 
people. When the committee reported that the vast 
majority favored separation from Great Britain, such a 
resolution was adopted unanimously by the 
congress-the Halifax Resolution.

Whatever the final outcome of various investiga¬ 
tions into the worst aircraft crash in history, some 
conclusions are already clear. It can be said beyond 
dispute that: 

(1) The March 27th disaster could easily have been 
avoided by any of a number of simple precautions. 
(2)-There is less excuse for a crash like this on the 
ground than in the air. (3)-It seems apparent more 
caution in the control tower, or by either of the two head 
pilots, could have prevented the collision. 

In short, and tentatively speaking, it is difficult to 
conceive of a more unnecessary, more easily 
preventable disaster than that of the two 747’s at 
Tenerife.

Challenged in court, the FCC was finally put in its 
place by a U.S. Court of Appeals recently-in a decision 
which could have far-reaching effects on what the 
public is allowed to see on cable television. 

New films, sports programs and many other possi¬ 
bilities are opened up to the 364 cable television 
services across the country. The court ruled the FCC 
had no constitutional power nor delegated legislative 
authority to hamstring cable television in behalf of the 
television networks, and invalidated over-zealous FCC 
rules to that end. 

A new day is thus rightfully dawning for cable 
television viewers and the industry and number of 
viewers are sure to grow as a result.

Twenty-five years ago at 
Smith & wesson Co. in Spr¬ 
ingfield an employee, Don¬ 
ald C. Fogg of Agawam, re¬ 
sponded for the first time to 
the call for a blood donor as 
the Red Cross Bloodmobile 
made a plant visitation. That 
was the start of his vol¬ 
untary contributions to im¬ 
proving and even saving lives 
that has totaled 11 gallons of 
blood for use in Springfield 
hospitals. 

This outstanding record 
was honored by the directors 
of Red Cross at their Feb¬ 
ruary board luncheon when 
appreciation of this Agawam 
man’s selfless service was 
expressed to Mr. Fogg by 
Chapter Chairman Thomas 
Bott and Sidney Weiner, vice- 
chairman of the blood 
program. 

While Mr. Fogg's donation 
of blood is one of a sub¬ 
stantial number of multiple 
gallon donors to the Red 
Cross Blood Program, the 
vital supply for blood need is 
sustained by a loyal five per¬ 
cent of the total population 
that participate in blood 
drives, said Ms. Renate 
Oliver, director of the Pio¬ 
neer Valley Chapter blood 
Program. From this small 
portion of the public, the Red 
Cross Blood Program in 1976 
collected more than 20,000 
pints of blood to maintain the 
supply so increasingly es¬ 
sential to medical care and 
treatment.

The gored skirt is back. The simplicity pattern 
illustrated has only two panels in front and back. The 
Jiffy top is designed with a clever yoke that combines 
sleeves and collar.

If the waistline does not need alteration, but you find 
there is too much fabric at the hipline causing vertical 
wrinkles rather than true drape, you can reduce the 
hipline only.
